Therefore, they want 
the government, rather than business, to have 
the first option regarding the disposition of the 
plants. 


In this dispute, Bill Knudsen's word is im- 


portant. More and more, recently, it has been 
thrown against industry which he once ruled, 
and with the New Deal which he once opposed.

It is none too soon to think about 


cleaning up the garden. If we wait 
Until the arrival of heavy frost, we 
enerally find we have far too many 
lobs on our hands. Start now with 
the iris bed. With strong shears, 
cut all foliage so that only two or 
three inches of it remain above the 
surface. Collect all loose and dried 
up leaves on the ground around 
the plants and burn them along 
with the cut tops. This is the sure 
way to keep down the growth of 
leaf-spot fungi and other parasites. 


While you are using the shears, 


it is just as well to cut out all the 
tops of the peonies. Make the cuts 
close to the soil line. By burning 
this cut-off material, we get rid of 
the cause of botrytis fungus and 
peony leaf blotch as well. 
From 


the surroundings, rake up all brown 
and brittle portions of leaves since 
these are almost sure to contain 
disease spores, and unless they are 
removed they are a certain cause 
of reinfection next year. 


If, after you have completed this 


and feel really industrious, you may 
extend your cleaning up activities to 
all plants which have ceased flow- 
ering for the year.

SATUBDAY TALK 


Last Saturday I spoke of the 


great number of pupils who have 
returned to school this month. To- 
day I should like to say something 
about the teachers. 


More than a million men and 


women teach the pupils of Ameri- 
can and Canadian schools. Among 
them are some of the finest people 
to be found anywhere, people who 
are giving their lives -to the work 
of education. 


There is hard work connected 


with being a teacher. I found that 
out years ago when I taught in a 
boys' boarding school, and later in 
an academy. 


A teacher's task is not over when 


school lets out in the afternoon. 
Teachers have more "home work" 
than pupils. They must make plans 
for lessons which are yet to be giv- 
en, and they must correct composi- 
tions, examinations and other pa- 
pers handed in by the pupils. 


The present-day school is a far 


more interesting place than it was 
when I was a boy. Teachers and 
principals have been busy figuring 
out ways to help their pupils along 
the road to knowledge. 


Projects of a thousand kinds are 


carried out in various schools. The 
project may be in history, geogra- 
phy, 
nature study or some other 


subject. 


Here and there in my visits to 


schools, I have seen pupils at work 
making a model of an olden castle 
or 
some other 
building of past 


times. Such projects, worked out 
on a small scale, give the boys and 
jirls a feeling that they are "closer1 
to the people and events of long 
ago. 


Nature study classes have pro- 
;ects of many kinds. Cactus plants 
are grown in the school room, tad- 
poles ere watched in the days they 
are turning into frogs, and cater- 
pillars are cared for until they be- 
come butterflies. 


When pupils find that to learn is 


o enjoy a happy adventure, it is 
ikely that they will obtain far 
more knowledge than if they took 
school in a different spirit. 


Fifblic schools of one kind or an- 


other have existed for hundreds of 
years in certain places. They did 
not become common, however, un- 
til the past century. 


From 95 to 97 out of every hun- 


dred persons in the United States 
and Canada today can read and 
write. Those figures are for all per- 
sons over 10 years of age. If we 
consider only "native-born whites" 
above the age of 10, 99 persons out 
of a hundred can read and write. 
Even better records in this field 
have been made by some (but not 
all) countries of Europe.
